A Man's Pen 


God can make his message plain to the 
most ordinary people. This is part of the 
miracle of divine inspiration, which enabled 
men to write God-breathed words (2 Tim. 
3:16). There is a striking expression in 
Isaiah 8:1, where the prophet tells us: 
“Moreover the Lord said unto me, Take 
thee a great roll,’ and write in it with a 
man’s pen.” God would give the message, 
but it was to be set down by a man using 
a man’s pen. Here is a beautiful evidence 
of the condescension and love of God. Men 
wrote the Bible, yet it “came not in old 


time by the will of man: but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). It has been pointed 
out that God’s direction to Isaiah to use 
a man’s pen meant that ordinary characters 
were to be used, which the humblest could 
ree i. The Hebrew for “man” here means 
a common man, as contrasted with the 
upper ranks. It was like God’s direction 
to Habakkuk: “Write the vision, and 
make it plain upon tables” (Hab. 2:2). 
While Isaiah’s inspired prophecy, just here, 
includes a warning of coming judgment 
upon Judah, it includes also the marvelous 
announcement that the love of God would 
some day send his Son, whose “name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.” No wonder that, when 
this Son and Messiah and Saviour came, 
“the common people heard him gladly.” 


7 
Thankful for Weakness? 


Are we thanking God for our weak- 
nesses? We may well do so, if at the same 
time we thank him for his strength. One 
thing that Moses knew he did not have was 
the gift of eloquence. When God told 
him to go to Pharaoh and demand that 
the children of Israel be allowed to go, 
Moses promptly reminded God: “O my 
Lord, I am not eloquent, neither heretofore, 
nor since thou hast spoken unto thy serv- 


nt: but I am slow of speech, and of a 
slow tongue” (Exod. 4:10). Came God’s 
loving satire, “Who hath made man’s 
mouth? . . . Now therefore go, and I will 
be with thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say.” Who knew best, Moses 
or God? Fifteen centuries later we read 
in the inspired record: “And Moses... 
was mighty in words and in deeds” (Acts 
7:22). The very thing that he knew was 
his great weakness became his great 
strength. Moses is the only man in the 
whole Bible to whom the Lord Jesus Christ 
is likened, and we read of Christ that He 
was “a prophet mighty. in deed and word” 
(Luke 24:19). So Moses, who said truly 
of himself that he was slow of speech and 
had a slow tongue, came to have an elo- 
quence like that of the Son of God. What 
was the amazing secret? It was the secret 
that we can all know and use: letting God’s 
strength replace our weakness. To Moses, 
and to Paul, and to every child of God 
comes the Lord’s wonderful word: “My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness.” Are we 
ready to answer by faith and in thanksgiv- 
ing: “Therefore I take pleasure in in- 
firmities, . for when I am weak, then 
am I strong’? (2 Cor. 12:9, 10.) So let 
us thank God for our weaknesses; and the 
next time some weakness looms before us 
as insurmountable, let us hear God saying 
to us what he said to Moses: “Now shalt 
thou see what I will do” (Exod. 6:1).

I Don’t Loox Bacx 


RE you often made miserable by your 
past? It is a glorious fact that in 
Christ Jesus we are delivered from 

an unworthy past. 
over our past sins. 

When our God forgives, he forgets. Lis- 
ten to his words: “For I will be merciful 
to their unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no more” 
(Heb. 8:12). “I, even I, am he that blot- 
teth out thy transgressions for mine own 
sake, and will not remember thy sins” 
(Isa. 43:25). We often forgive the in- 
juries that others do us, but oh, how hard 
it is to forget! But God forgets. 

We shall never meet our sins again. 
“He that heareth my word, and believeth 
him that sent me, hath eternal life, and 
cometh not into judgment, but hath passed 
out of death into life” (John 5:24, R. V.). 
“Thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths

of the sea” (Mic. 7:19). Can they be 
salvaged? We can rest assured that no 
power can hoist them from the depths, the 
very depths of the sea. “As far as the 
east is from the west, so far hath he 
removed our transgressions from us” (Psa. 
103:12). Just figure that out, if you can! 
“T have blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy 
transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy sins” 
(Isa. 44:22). We have often seen the 
thick thunder clouds roll up, and then — 
lo, they are gone and the sky is clear 
again. Our sins are gone as a cloud is 
blotted out. 

God cleanses our lives. “Though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white 
as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool” (Isa. 1:18). “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
righteous to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” (1 
John 1:9, R. V.). If we look through a 
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red glass at a red flower, the flower ap- 
pears white. Even so our sins “though 
they be red like crimson” become through 
the precious blood of Jesus Christ as 
“white as wool.” 

But, some one says, “What of the scars 
of sin?” Then perhaps they cite the illus- 
tration of driving a nail into a post and 
they call your attention to the fact that 
when the nail is pulled out it leaves a 
scar. In a similar way, they state, though 
our sins are forgiven the scar remains. 
But, oh, blessed fact, “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities” (Isa. 53:5). Christ bears the 
hole, the scar of sin. The hole is in his 
hand. Oh, how great his grace! How 
marvelous his redemption! 

Never, never should we allow the past 
to haunt us; never should we brood over 
it. Paul in Philippians 3:13, 14, R. V., 
says, “Forgetting the things which are be- 
hind. ...I press on.” And Paul had much 
to forget. 


I Don’t Loox Forwarp 


There may appear to be mountains of 
difficulty ahead. Tasks loom up for which 
we are not competent. How comforting 
the thought that we have a Guide, a 
Leader! We do not need to know the 
path ahead, but simply and trustfully fol- 
low where he leads. Though we are seem- 
ingly being led into blind alleys, and though 
the wall is but a step or two ahead, we 
can still say with Paul, “I press on.” 
Nothing can happen contrary to the will 
of our Guide. He has made every prepara- 
tion for the things that come upon us so 
unexpectedly. Nothing can surprise him. 
Nothing can touch us except as he wills. 
Every once in awhile we see trips of vari- 
ous sorts advertised and assurance is given 
that those going will be accompanied by 
a guide who will relieve them from cares 
so that they may be free to enter into 
all the pleasures of the journey. Surely 
we have a life Guide who is infinitely com- 
petent and who will be at our side all 
along the way. We need not have one 
anxious thought for our tomorrows. 
“Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; 
and lean not upon thine own understand- 
ing. In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
and he shall direct thy paths” (Prov. 3: 
5, 6). 

I Don’t Loox ArounpD 

So many of us think that, if only cir- 
cumstances were different, everything 
would be all right. If this or that obstacle 
were out of our path, if . . . yes, if, if, IF. 
. .. But it isn’t a change of circumstances 
we need. That would without doubt sim- 
ply mean for us a fresh tangle and other 
obstacles. Life is just full of things that 
are too much for us; things that are terri- 
fying; things that are utterly too compli- 
cated for us. We must recognize all this 
and rejoice that “the battle is not your’s, 
but God’s” (2 Chron. 20:15). When 
Moses and the children of Israel had the 
sea before them and the Egyptian enemy 
pressing behind we hear Moses in con- 
fidence saying, “Fear ye not, stand still, 
and see the salvation of the Lord .. . the 
Lord shall fight for you” (Exod. 14: 13, 
14). 

And it is not only circumstances, but all 
folks, that we should keep our eyes off. 
So often we allow the failures, and even 
sins, of some one else to bolster up and 
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excuse our own conduct, or at least dis- 
courage us from doing what we know 
is right. 

No, it isn’t altered circumstances that we 
need. The wonder-working grace of our 
God IS sufficient day by day, moment by 
moment, for our every need. Listen to 
Paul again, “I have learned, in whatso- 
ever state I am, therewith to be content. 
. . . I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.” 


I Don’t Loox In 


What wavering feelings we have! Some 
days we are living on the heights; every- 
thing seems easy. Other days we are de- 
pressed and life seems one hard tug. Let 
us remember that our emotions are not 
the criteria of our condition. It is not 
our ever-wavering emotions that we are 
to depend on, but on our God who is the 
“same yesterday, and to day, and for ever” 
(Heb. 13:8). We should not look at our 
own strength or weakness. Paul admon- 
ishes, “Let him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed test he fall.” And then, knowing 
that we are apt to think of our weakness, 
he says: “There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above that ye are able; but 
will with the temptation also make a way 
to escape, that ye may be able to bear it” 
(1 Cor. 10:12, 13). Paul had learned 
that it wasn’t his weakness but God’s 
strength that was at his disposal in times 
of need. He had heard God say, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness.” And in con- 
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sequence of his faith in the assurance of 
God’s power he exultantly cries: “Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me. Therefore I take pleasure 
in infirmities, in reproaches, in necessities, 
in persecutions, in distresses for Christ’s 
sake: for when I am weak, then am I 
strong” (2 Cor. 12:9, 10). It isn’t by 
self-consciousness that we grow spiritually, 
but by Christ-consciousness. 


But I Loox unto Jesus 


Let us quietly, trustfully, restfully, mo- 
ment by moment look to and depend on 
our God. Let him become, as it were, the 
home of our thoughts. Paul says in He- 
brews 12;1, 2, “Let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us, looking unto 
Jesus.” Jehoshaphat in his dire need cried, 
“We have no might against this great com- 
pany that cometh against us; neither know 
we what to do: but our eyes are upon 
thee” (2 Chron. 20: 12). 

Let us look at the crucified Christ “who 
his own self bear our sins in his body upon 
the tree, that we, having died unto sins, 
might live unto righteousness” (1 Pet. 2: 
24, R. V.). Let us look at the Christ 
enthroned and constantly interceding for 
us “according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus” (Heb. 7:25; Phil. 4:19). 
And let us look “for the blessed hope and 
appearing of the glory of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ” (Titus 2: 
13 RV): 

“But we all, with unveiled face behold-

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How Was the World Peopled? 


Please give your interpretation as to how 
the world was peopled. Perhaps it’s really 
the old question we have had for years 
(and perhaps got some amusement out of !), 
“Who was Cain’s wife?” But I would 
extend it a little further, and make it, 
“Whom did the sons and daughters of 
Adam marry ?”—A California reader. 

The Bible answers this question — sim- 
ply, directly, plainly. Let us remember 
that the Bible is the only truthful, infal- 
libly accurate. account that we have, of 
the origin and history of mankind. 

“In the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth.” After the creation of the 
earth, the heavenly bodies, and vegetable 
and animal life, “God created man in his 
own image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them.” 

And how was the world peopled? “And 
God blessed them [the first man and 
woman], and God said unto them, Be fruit- 
ful, and multiply, and replenish the earth.” 
Could anything be plainer? All this we read 
in the first chapter of Genesis. In the third 
chapter we are told: “And Adam called 
his wife’s name Eve; because she was 
the mother of all living.’ The population 
of the earth, therefore, consists of the lineal 
descendants of Adam and Eve. 

There can be only one answer to the old 
question of skeptics, atheists, and puzzled 
Christians, “Who was Cain’s wife?” It 
seems strange that the question should ever 


trouble anyone, or that it should ever be pro- 
pounded by unbelievers as a “poser.” Dr. 
R. A. Torrey, one of the great evangelists 
of the past generation, and for many years 
prominent as one of the leading Bible 
teachers of America in his ministry at both 
the Moody Bible Institute and the Bible 
Institute of Los Angeles, took the question 
up in his valuable book, “Difficulties and 
Alleged Errors and Contradictions in the 
Bible” (Times Book Service, 1721 Spring 
Garden Street, Philadelphia, $1). Dr. 
Torrey says, in part: 

“In Genesis 5:3, 4, we learn that Adam 
in his long life of 930 years begat many 
sons and daughters. There can be but 
little doubt that Cain married one of those 
numerous daughters as his wife.. But, some 
one will say, in that case Cain married his 
own sister. Yes, that was, of course, a 
necessity. If the whole Adamic race was 
to descend from a single pair, thessons and 
daughters must intermarry. . . . In the 
dawn of human history such an intermar- 
riage was not surrounded with dangers. 
As late as the time of Abraham that patri- 
arch married his half-sister (Gen. 20: 12). 
But as the race multiplied and such inter- 
marriages became unnecessary, and as they 
were accompanied with great dangers, God 
by special commandment forbade the mar- 
riage of brother and sister, and such mar- 
riage would now be sin because of the 
command of God.” 
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“Praise the Lord and Take Courage!”

OES praise occupy its rightful place 
in our Christian lives? What does 
the Bible say about the blessing 

and the duty of praising God at all times 
—not merely when the sun shines brightly, 
but when the dark clouds gather? 

We are told in the Westminster Shorter 
Catechism that “the chief end of man is 
to glorify God, and to enjoy him forever.” 
In Psalm 50:23 we read: “Whoso offereth 
praise glorifieth me.” Hence, when we 


praise God we are glorifying him, and~so 


doing about the greatest thing that it is 
possible for us to do upon earth. 

We all know that Jacob had twelve sons, 
but I wonder if we can all tell which one 
of Jacob’s sons attained the place of pre- 
eminent power and blessing. Reuben was 
the oldest, and he would naturally be the 
one to receive the double portion and double 
blessing. But Reuben sinned and so lost 
the birthright. Ephraim became the pos- 
sessor of the birthright, but the leadership 
of the tribes reverted to Judah, and was 
held by his descendants until the dispersion. 


Lifted Up on Wings of Praise 


In 1 Chronicles 5:2 we read: “For 
Judah prevailed above his brethren, and of 
him came the chief ruler; but the birthright 
was Joseph’s.” Why was it that Judah 
prevailed above his brethren? .The answer 
lies in his name. Now names in the Occi- 
dent mean little or nothing. In China and 
other Oriental lands names mean much. 
In the Bible names mean everything. “Thou 
shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” Now turn 
to Genesis 29: 35, where we read of Legh: 
“And she said, Now will I praise the Lord: 
therefore she called his name Judah,” which 
means “praise.” 

So we see it was the man of praise that 
attained the place of pre-eminent power and 
blessing among the twelve sons of Jacob. 
Do we want to become men and women of 
power and blessing in the service of God 
and among our fellow men? Then let 
us determine at any cost to become men 
and women of praise. 

But let us not imagine for one moment 
that it is an easy task to praise God at 
all times —in periods of darkness and dis- 
tress, as well as in seasons of joy and 
gladness. The children of Israel failed to 
praise God in the hour of distress be- 
cause of their unbelief. So it is lack of 
faith that is the root cause of our failure 
to praise the Lord at all times. 

We all remember how God brought those 
great plagues upon the Egyptians before 
th: eyes of the children of Israel and 
wrought those mighty miracles in the wil- 
derness — such miracles as never before had 
been witnessed in the history of the world. 
In view. of these mighty manifestations of 
divine power, one would have expected 
the children of Israel, when they encoun- 
tered trials and difficulties in the wilder- 
ness, to exclaim: “Praise the Lord and 
take courage! He who has worked so

wondrously for us in the past, he will not 
fail us now.” But instead of that, they 
straightway forgot all the past miracles 
and blessings and began to murmur and 
complain. And was God pleased with their 
murmuring? He was- not. All that gen- 
eration, save Caleb and Joshua, fell in the 
wilderness and failed to enter the promised 
land of Canaan. 

But we are prone to say, “If we had 
lived in those days and had .wandered in 
the wilderness we should not have mur- 
mured and complained.” Let us not be too 
sure about this, How marvelously God 
has answered our prayers myriads of times, 
and has showered numberless blessings 
upon us. But when some trial or disap- 
pointment or affliction comes upon us, do we 
sing praises to God? Do we not murmur 
and say inwardly or outwardly: “Why 
must I endure this? Why should this 
suffering come to me?” 


As the Sun Dispels the Clouds 


When trials and distresses come and we 
have the courage and faith to praise God 
in the midst of them, how often they van- 
ish away like the morning mist! One 
of the most striking examples of this in 
the Word of God is the story of King Je- 
hoshaphat’s trial and victory, recorded in 
the twentieth chapter of 2 Chronicles, 

A great host ef Ammonites and Moabites 
suddenly came against Judah to destroy 
the people and take possession of the land. 
Instead of murmuring and complaining, 
Jehoshaphat “set himself to seek the Lord” 
and to cry to him in the hour of dire dis- 
tress and trouble. Then they went out to 
meet the armies of the enemy with the 
strangest weapon of war that this world 
has ever witnessed — the weapon of praise! 

Did it work? Let the Bible answer! 
“And when he had consulted with the 
people, he appointed singers unto the Lord, 
and that should praise the beauty of holi- 
ness, as they went out before the army, and 
to say, Praise the Lord; for his mercy 
endureth for ever. And when they began 





to sing and to praise, the Lord set ambush- 
ments against the children of Ammon, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were come 
against Judah; and they were smitten” (2 
Chron. 20:21, 22). 

The victory gained over their foes was 
the most remarkable ever recorded in the 
pages of history. The enemies of Judah 
began to fight against each other and kept 
it up until every last man of them was 
slain! We are told that “none escaped.” 
On the other hand not one of the men of 
Judah was slain. All they had to do was 
to gather the fruits of the victory. We 
read, “They were three days in gathering 
of the spoil, it was so much.” And they 
did not forget to give praise and glory 
to God for the victory and the spoil, for 
“on the fourth day they assembled them- 
selves in the valley of Berachah; for there 
they blessed the Lord.” 


Should Danger Silence Praise? 


But it is King David, the sweet Psalm- 
ist of Israel, who gives us the greatest 
series of examples in the Old Testament 
of continuous victory in praising the Lord 
in the midst of multiplied trials and tribu- 
lations. Some of the most beautiful of 
his Psalms were written at times when 
his life was in imminent peril. In Psalm 
34:1, the king declares that he will ever 
praise God. He says: “I will bless the 
Lord at all times: his praise shall con- 
tinually be in my mouth.” We might natu- 
rally think that this Psalm was written 
when King David was basking in the sun- 
light of peace and prosperity. On the 
contrary, it was uttered when he was in 
the land of the Philistines and was in dire 
peril of losing his life at the hand of King 
Abimelech. 

In Psalm 57:7 we read: “My heart is 
fixed, O God, my heart is fixed: I will 
sing and give praise.” Surely these words 
were spoken in a time of security and free- 
dom from peril. No, this determination 
to praise God, no matter what might take 
place, was uttered when David and his 
men were fleeing for their lives from Saul, 
and when they took refuge for a night 
in a cave. 

On another occasion when David and his 
little company of followers were in the wil- 
derness of Judah, hunted like hares by 
King Saul, did he begin to murmur and 
to complain, like the children of Israel in 
the wilderness long before? In striking 
contrast to their unbelief, David sings: 
“Because thy lovingkindness is better than 
life, my lips shall praise thee” (Psa. 63: 3). 

Perhaps the most inspiring incident of 
praising God in the midst of discourag- 
ing circumstances that is recorded in the 
New Testament is the story of Paul and 
Silas singing praises to God at midnight 
in the jail at Philippi. And what hap- 
pened when Paul and Silas praised God 
in the midst of their distress? There was 
a great earthquake and the prison doors 
were opened, and the jailer and all his 
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household, “the same hour of the night,” 
were born again into the kingdom of God. 
So when you and I are willing to praise 
God in the midst of sore trials, blessed 
results will surely follow. 

It was in Peking, China, that I had the 
privilege of meeting a man who actually 
puts into practice the principle of praising 
God “at all times,” not only when the 
sun shines brightly but when the dark 
clouds gather. Mr. D. E. Hoste, then the 
Director of the China Inland Mission, ac- 
companied by a lifelong friend, a retired 
admiral of the British Navy, came to 
Peking for a brief visit. 

For two or three days I had fellowship 
with the admiral. He told me that as a 
young man he determined to praise God 
for whatever came into his life whether it 
was great blessing or deep sorrow. He 
related to me two incidents of his life 
showing how God had given him the grace 
to keep on praising him in the midst of 
exceptionally distressing circumstances. 

The admiral told me that many years 
before, when he was the captain of a ship 
in the British Navy, a number of ships 
were anchored in the harbor at Hongkong. 
One day he received a letter from his wife 
in London saying their daughter was very 
ill. Shortly afterward the fleet was. or- 
dered to Singapore. All the way there the 
captain was fearing lest when they reached 
Singapore he would receive a cable from 
his wife saying their daughter had gone 
to be with the Lord. As he walked along 
the bund he saw the Great Eastern Tele- 
graph Company’s building —the building 
he least wanted to see. He began to walk 
rapidly away, then he pulled himself up 
with a start, saying to himself, “Why, you 
are supposed to praise God for everything, 
and here you are afraid to go and ask if 
there is a cablegram for you!” 

So he retraced his steps, and entering 
the building, asked if there was a cable 
for his ship. “No,” replied the clerk, “but 
here is one for the captain of the ship.”

O YOU remember a series of Briggs’ 

cartoons which he used to designate, 
“Me and Mine”? I find within myself, 
in my introspective moments, shocking evi- 
dence of some such narrowness and prej- 
udice. For instance,.I rode home from an 
outing in the woods the other day with 
some friends who have no children and 
who take their lap dog with them wherever 
they go. I love dogs, but this one is differ- 
ent. He has been pampered; and he is 
aging. The wind was furious with an occa- 
sional dash of rain; but my friends’ dog 
is sensitive to heat, insists upon riding with 
his head out of the window. He is also 
of a restless turn, and in the intervals when 
his mistress was not picking woodticks from 
his pelt he Saw fit to take most of -his 
needful exercise all over me. Several hours 
after arriving home I shuddered at finding 
a very tenacious woodtick more or less 
imbedded in my ear lobe. 
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Now that dog is, I suppose, much cleaner 
than my very large, very woolly collie, for 
it has its bath quite regularly in the family 
tub. Yet I love to put my arms round my 
collie’s neck and give him a bear hug. The 
lap dog, treated thus, would give my face 
one disgusting swipe with a broad wet 
tongue. My dog never licks, just leans 
against me hard and looks adoring, or utters 
a facetious roar and knocks me off my feet 
as he charges. Yet these owners of the 
lap dog once deprecated the fact that my 
collie has a bad disposition. He growls at 
the little dog. I never found a tick or a 
flea on my dog, but something tells me that 
if I did it would not seem so revolting as 
did the tick on my ear. 

We are the same way, perhaps even more 
so, about other people’s children. We may 
be entirely benevolent toward children in 
general, but we have no overwhelming de- 
sire to fondle those not of our own blood 
unless they are washed and combed and 
have a winning manner, 
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But God commendeth his love toward us 
in that while we were hopelessly dirty and 
unattractive, and had forfeited every claim 
to be called his own, his fathomless com- 
passion constrained him to give his beauti- 
ful only begotten Son to redeem us. Small 
wonder it takes some of us a lifetime to 
comprehend that even after sinning we may 
instantly be restored to fellowship with him. 
I think I am only beginning to grasp the 
sense of the prayér the Firstborn so gra- 
ciously dictated for us. Sometimes I can 
scarcely get beyond the sweetness of those 
first two words. And in these trying days 
when our old-time national complacence has 
quite given place to the universal perplexity 
of the nations, the heart overflows at “Thy 
kingdom come.” And what utter satisfac- 
tion to be able to pray, “Give us this day 
our daily bread,” once we have come to the 
place where we dare say humbly, “My meat 
is to do the will of the Father, and to par- 
take ever more abundantly of the Bread 
and Water of life.”

old age pensions. Here is a proposal 

for a life pension that is sure and 
workable, has no harmful features, and 
tends to the highest good for all. With 
it goes my testimony to the faithfulness 
of the Sponsor of the pension, to do far 
above what we either ask or think. 

My early home life was all that could 
be desired, — the best of Christian parents, 
and the finest opportunity for early educa- 
tion. In my early teens I entered business, 
and for six years lived with and worked 
under one of the finest men that ever 
lived. 

A little over thirty years ago I found 
myself in a ncw country, in possession of 
a college diploma, and a graduate of a 
theological seminary. These I had ac- 
quired in diverse places and ways. After 
three years as minister to a group of fine 
folks, with a wife who had been a class- 
mate in college, and a little girl who had 
come into our hearts and home, I found 
myself in a great heathen land. This had 
been my ambition from very early in life, 
and while for many years it seemed im- 
possible, now it was a realized experience. 

Then came what was in many ways the

hardest trial of my life. Because of con- 
ditions in the tropics that were not as 
well understood then as now, I found that 
I had lost the sight of one eye and that 
the other eye was affected. Those first 
days were perhaps the darkest I have ever 
spent. It seemed that my lifelong hope was 
shattered just in its very infancy. How- 
ever, my Sponsor did not fail. We came 
home, and with the aid of kind friends and 
skillful doctors and surgeons my. remain- 
ing eye met every need for almost twenty 
years. Then without a moment’s warning 
my sight was gone completely, and for 
the past ten years I have been totally 
blind. 

I well remember the first Sunday I was 
in the hospital after my sight had gone 
completely. The Sunday school lesson for 
that day was the record telling how the 
Lord Jesus had healed the man who was 
forty years old and who had been born 
blind. This man had received a great bless- 
ing, and yet I had already received a far 
greater one. I had had my sight for forty 
years. I had had the opportunity for an 
education. I had lived in three continents. 
I knew what much of the world looked 
like, and could still see my friends and live 
in the world that-anyone can live in who 
just closes his eyes. I had far more for 
which to be thankful than this man in the 
Sunday school lesson. This assurance has 
never left me. 

During the years, three boys had come 
into our home. Our little girl was smit- 
ten with infantile paralysis, and although 
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badly handicapped, finished her college 
course, thanks to my Sponsor, and for 
some years has been our efficient house- 
keeper. 

Three years after I had completely lost 
my sight, my wife, who had stood with 
me all these years, and whom I thought I 
needed as never before, was taken Home 
after almost two years of severe suffering 
and extreme weakness. Three years later 
my second boy, who was in his third year 
in college, in preparation for the foreign 
field, was suddenly taken Home. How- 
ever, he lives as never before in the hearts 
and memories of all who knew him. (My 
other two boys like their sister, have had 
the privilege of a college education, thanks 
to their Sponsor, and I hope they will far 
outstrip their fathef in every way.) 

Seven years ago I secured a trained 
German shepherd dog, through the Seeing- 
Eye. . She was one of the first group of 
dogs trained in this country. About two 
years ago my dog was killed in an acci- 
dent, when I was not with her. In some 
ways this seemed about the hardest provi- 
dence to understand, but still my Sponsor 
did not fail. Some months later I was 
able to secure another dog. I have trav- 
eled thousands of miles with my dogs by 
train, bus, and car. Many opportunities 
have opened for me to speak and bear 
witness to my Sponsor’s faithfulness be- 
cause of my dogs. For some of this work 
I have received generous recompense, but 
most of it gives me the opportunity to 
try to repay doctors and friends for the 
generous help they have given me. 

I did not lose any money in stocks or 
bonds during the depression, and I had no 
worries about investments. This is one 
wonderful thing about the pension that my 
Sponsor offers,—we do not need to be 
troubled about investments. We just do 
our daily work and the pension never 
fails, and while it may not be nearly as 
large as that promised by men, yet it 
always meets every need. In all these 
years my Sponsor has never once failed 
me, but I have failed him so many times! 
Yet he, in his wonderful love, weaves an- 
other pattern around my mistakes and re- 
storeth the years that the canker-worm 
hath eaten. 

During the years, I have saved from my 
pension enough to meet my funeral ex- 
penses. This I feel will likely be needed, 
but beyond that I do not know of any 
future need, and his promise is sure that 
as our days, so shall our strength be. 

I would not exchange my pension for 
life for any other plan that could be of- 
fered. What he has done for me he will 
do for anyone, and even in a greater de- 
gree, for not many will hinder him as I 
have done. “This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief.” 


The following are some of the promises, 
any one of which is enough coming from 
him who never faileth,— my Sponsor:

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URING recent summers I have had 
the privilege of conducting Victorious 
Life conferences, and other conferences on 
Bible themes, on the Pacific Coast. Year 
by year I have asked the Lord for a special 
verse of Scripture that might be a key verse 
for the summer’s conferences, and these 
verses have been greatly blessed to many, 
God’s Word never returning unto him void. 
Last spring I prayed, as usual, for the 
Lord’s own choice of a verse for the sum- 
mer, and for some weeks I could not seem 
to get any clear leading as to the Scrip- 
ture.

The same verse had been adopted 
earlier by the Miracle Book Club of which 
Mrs, Evelyn M. McClusky is founder and 
director, and her Bible study organization 
for young people has now adopted Dr, 
Tovey’s song.

Approach to the Lesscn 

T WAS a day of crisis for the Jewish 
| world and for the Gentile world when 

Paul, the world’s greatest Jew and the 
Roman Empire’s greatest citizen, came to 
Rome. He came as a prisoner in chains, 
but the prisoner was the real ruler and 
molder of the world, not Emperor Nero 
who sat on the throne. When the Jews 
rejected Paul’s message at Jerusalem, and 
asked the Romans to put him to death, 
they were in reality rejecting the risen 
and glorified Lord. Thirty years before, 
they had rejected the Lord in the days 
of his flesh, and had crucified him. They 
had forty years to repent of that sin and 
accept the risen Saviour. In every place 
Paul first preached to Jews. In every 
place individual Jews accepted, but offi- 
cially they rejected. So did they at Rome, 
the capital of the world, and Paul finally 
turned to the Gentiles. Israel was fast 
hastening on to the destruction of the 
Temple and the dispersion. The story of 


this message of Paul to the Jews in Rome. 
The message he gave those Jews is set forth 
in a glorious way in the letter to the Ro- 
man Christians. That message has been 
sent to us Gentiles. Let us hear it and 
heed it (Acts 28: 28). 
The Historical Setting 

Paul arrived in Rome in the early spring 
of A. D. 61. Most scholars hold the view 
that he was released after two years, was 
imprisoned the second time in 66 or 67, 
and martyred in 67 or 68 A. D. He 
wrote to the Romans in A. D. 57 or 58. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 28:16.—When we came to Rome. 
Simple, unadorned statement of a most mo- 
mentous event— Paul at last in Rome. 
Luke is with him, Aristarchus (27: 2), 
and a number of Roman Christians. The 
captain of the guard. Commander of the 
famous Pretorian Guard of Cesar. 


Verse 17.—The chief of the Jews. There 
were said to be seven synagogues in Rome, 


and a population of about sixty thousand; . 


many of the Jews had returned after their 
expulsion by Claudius (Acts 18:2). 


plaining the action of Festus (Acts 25: 
8, 9). Note verse 19; Acts 25:3, II, 12. 


Verse 20.—For the hope of Israel I am 
bound with this chain. See Special Topics. 
(Cf, Acts 23:6; 24:15, 20, 21; 26:23.) 


Verse 23.—Testified the kingdom of God, 
persuading them concerning Jesus, “The 
kingdom of God” and the message “con- 
cerning Jesus” were the same. Paul 
preached the same Gospel of grace to the 
Gentiles (cf. v. 31). 


Verse 24.—Some believed ... and some 
believed not. Always there was a remnant 
that accepted. The unbelievers controlled 
the official decision of the Jews (see Ap- 
proach to the Lesson). There follows 
the repetition of the solemn prophecy of Isa- 
iah (vs. 25-28; Isa. 6:9, 10; Matt. 13: 
14, 15; Mark 4:12; Luke 8:10; John 12: 
40; Rom. 11:8). 


Verse 31.—Preaching the kingdom of 
God, and teaching . .. the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The Gospel message (cf. Acts 8: 
12; 14:22; 19:8; 20:25; 28:23; Rom. 
14:17; 1 Cor. 4:20). 


Romans 5:6.—When we were yet with- 
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out strength. Utterly unable to deliver 
ourselves from sin. In due time. In God’s 
appointed time, at just the right moment 
(cf. Gal. 4:4). Christ died for the ungodly, 
Not only unworthy of the grace, but worthy 
of death. 


Verse 7.—Scarcely for a righteous man 
... for a good man some would even dare 
to die. Men do not die for an unworthy 
man, and not usually for an upright man, 
though some would die for a “good” man, 
a kind, generous-hearted man. 


Verse 9.—Much more. A key ‘word of 
this wonderful chapter (vs. 9, 10, 15, 17, 
20). Being now justified by his blood. De- 
clared righteous in God’s sight, for the 
righteousness of Christ. His blood is the 
ground of our justification; our faith is 
the condition. Saved from wrath, From 


the wrath of God to be poured out in, 


judgment (Jude 24). 

Verse 10.—When we were enemies. The 
word means private enemies, or haters of 
God. Reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son. Christ’s death reconciled God 
to man, and thus opened the way for him 
to forgive sin and to make the former ene- 
mies loving friends. Much more, being 
reconciled. God’s infinite love did mar- 
velous things for the ungodly sinner; but 
he has much more for the justified saint. 
We shall be saved by his life. The living 
Christ in his resurrection life and power 
saves us from wrath to come, and also 
keeps us now (1 Pet. 1:5). 


Verse 11.—Our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have now received the atonement. 
The word is “reconciliation.” Not only 
do we look forward to the coming deliver- 
ance and completion of our salvation, but 
we rejoice in the present possession of the 
Lord, in whom we have all things (v. 10; 
2 Cor. 5:18, 19). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Paul went to Rome as an ambassador 
in chains (Eph. 6:20); but he went clad 
in the complete armor of God. He was 
shod with the preparation of the Gospel 
of peace, and proclaimed peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ (Rom. 5: 
1). His loins were girded with the truth. 
He was conscious of his righteousness. 
With the shield of faith he had quenched 
many fiery darts of the evil one. And how 
he did wield that sword of the Spirit! 
preaching to the Jews in Rome the same 
wonderful message that he wrote to the 
Roman Christians, and to us today. It was 
a message for sinners utterly weak, unable 
to help themselves, and for Christians also 
utterly weak and unable to keep them- 
selves. He proclaimed the death of Christ 
to justify the weak and the ungodly; he 
proclaimed the living Christ to give present 
joy and peace and power. To the justified 
Saints his testimony and his preaching were 
“the same. He preached: “Be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his might” 
(Eph. 6:10). He testified: “I can do 
all things through Christ which strength- 
eneth me.” Let us accept Paul’s message, 
to the end that we may give Paul’s testi- 
mony.

Judaism and the Gospel. The Jews re- 
jected Christ because they first rejected 
Judaism. In Paul’s message before the mob 
in Jerusalem, in his defenses before the 
Sanhedrin, before Felix, before Festus, be- 
fore Agrippa, and in his message to the 
Jews of Rome, there were two contentions, 
First, that he was a loyal Israelite, teaching 
nothing except what the Old Testament 
prophets said should.come. Second, that 
the Hope of Israel, the Messiah who would 
bring resurrection life, was Jesus, the cru- 
cified and risen Lord. The Christian mes- 
sage was not a reversal of Judaism, but a 
fulfillment of Judaism. The faithful believ- 
ing remnant of Israel accepted the message, 
and through this remnant Gospel blessing 
came to the Gentiles. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Have we acknowledged ourselves as weak 
and ungodly? It is for such only that 
Christ died, 

Are we rejoicing: in peace with God? 
Be sure to lead your pupils into the assur- 
ance of perfect peace, through the perfect 
sacrifice of Christ. 

Do we glory in tribulations? (Rom. 5: 
3.) 

Are we enjoying the “much more salva- 
tion”? Since we have taken Christ as 
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our Saviour, let us rejoice in his resur- 
rection life and power to keep us. 


Let us be ready to witness to the most 
unlikely people. Paul won some of the 
soldiers in Czsar’s household. Let us also 
“be instant in season, out of season.” 


Let Christ be magnified in all our experi- 
ences (Phil. 1:20, 21). 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 

Among the “all things” that Paul did 
in prison, through Christ who strength- 
ened him, was to write Ephesians, Colos- 
sians, Philippians, Philemon. 

Festus, following the footsteps of Pilate, 
kept Paul a prisoner when he knew that 
he should release him. 


We are not reconciled by church mem- 
bership, by baptism, by good works, by 
self-effort, by ancestry, by anything we 
are or do (Rom. 5: 10). 


The greatest privilege ever sisnitad to 
Athens, Jerusalem, and Rome, capitals of 
the Greek and Hebrew and Roman worlds, 
was the coming of Paul with his message 
of Christ. 


The worst man in the world and the best 
man in the world resided in Rome at the 
same time; one was the emperor on the 
throne, the other a little Jewish prisoner. 


What a glorious settled ministry of 
“two whole years” Paul had in his hired 
house; he needed a rest from itinerating. 


The empire paid all the expenses of 
Paul’s trip to Rome, but the missionary’s 
work was far more than a recompense. 


Rome today is not so much interested 
in the Kingdom of God that Paul preached 
as in the restoration of the kingdom of the 
Cesars.

The Busy Men's Corner

The City and the Provinces.—Paul 
called the chief of the Jews together (Acts 
28:17). While Paul was at home among 
his Jewish brethren they put chains on 
him, as stated in Acts 26:29, but when 
he got over to Rome I have doubts about 
him being an “Ambassador in chains,” as 
the lesson title has it. You look it up, 
and let me know. 

Paul, I think, was “released upon his 
own recognizance,” as the judge would say, 
and he was allowed to hold open house. 
Even when he was a prisoner he was 
permitted social contacts. When they get 
a man behind the bars there is no need 
of handcuffs or chains. Verses 30 and 31 
are very illuminating. 

The Romans with all their faults had 
good common sense and would know there 
was no use taking strong measures with 
a religious prisoner who was convincingly 
only a poor little preacher. 

The Jews in Rome were big influential 
men. Then, as now, they were a money 
power. That is why the Jerusalem Jews 
could scare Pilate, in spite of his wife’s 
warning, into delivering a man up to death 
whom he knew to be innocent. Pilate was 
afraid of some Jewish grape-vine telegraph. 
Indeed, it was this fear of Jewish pressure 
on the part of his judges that sent Paul 
to Rome. Festus and Agrippa were job- 
holding politicians (Matt. 27: 19). 

In the career of Paul we have two types

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of leadership, the metropolitan and the pro- 
vincial, with which he came in contact. 
New York and Squedunk. The New York 
man of affairs rarely goes off half-cocked. 
It was at Provincial Philippi and Lystra 
the Jews could raise a row, but there was 
nothing doing at Athens and Corinth, and 
there was nothing doing at Rome. Roman 
Jews touched elbows with able Romans 
every day in the Forum and at the Colos- 
seum. So the Jews of Rome could appre- 
ciate a man of brains and parts when they 
met him. The Greeks were a conquered 
and a decadent people, and hence would 
sneer “Babbler,” but the Jews of Rome 
said, “We desire to hear of thee” (Acts 
28: 28). 


The Two Kinds.—Some believed the 
things which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not (v. 24). From that day in Rome 
to this day in Coatesville the hearers of 
the Gospel message have divided them- 
selves into two classes— Believers and 
Believers Not. 

Webster, my favorite cartoonist, has a 
series he calls “The Time When We Be- 
lieved Anything.” The picture shows a 
small boy with open mouth and bulging 
eyes, listening to a preposterous yarn of 
some “Ancient Mariner,” or other adult 
with a whopper of a story. The artist, 
whether purposely or not, always shows a 
happy-looking boy. 

What one of us old fellows wouldn’t like 
to be back to the glorious and untroubled 
days when we believed that the returned 
soldier was the first one over the top and 
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the fish that got away was “as long as 
my arm,” and the reason Jersey cows were 
so valuable was because they gave milk 
that made yellow butter! 

What is that song we used to sing? 
“Backward, turn backward, O Time, in 
your flight, make me a child again just for 
tonight!” In fact, the Lord Jesus says 
something about the necessity of getting 
back into the child state of mind if we 
hope to be ready for the Kingdom of 
Heaven (Matt. 18: 3). 

When people get the idea they are extra 
smart, they lose the power of believing, 
and cannot take anything on faith. The 
real smart man realizes how little he knows, 
and becomes the most believing of men. 
Almost all the great scholars, great doc- 
tors, great lawyers, great business men are 
exhibits in the case. Challenge — name 
me one that isn’t! 

Did you ever know a real inventor? 
Talk about faith! Go listen to one of them 
talk about his patent thingumajig. I had 
a great invention once when I was about 
twenty-one years old. It shelled the corn, 
ground it into meal, cut the fodder, sliced 
the pumpkins, chopped the cabbage for 
sauerkraut, and had attachments for sun- 
dry other farm operations. Oh, boy, you 
should have heard me talk about that won- 
derful machine that every farmer in the 
U. S. A. would be sure to buy. And I 
would make my fortune. Oh, no, I never 
built it. It never got any farther than my 
dream and my drawing board. I later in- 
vented machines of the “this one thing I 
do” order. But I still believe in my first 
love. I see it in the kitchen furnishing 
departments. It has an electric motor and 
does all the kitchen work except roast the 
turkey! Just my old idea of one machine

Those who knew Edison intimately say,

boy.” The believing Jews at Rome were 
not the smart Cephas and Ananias Jews, 
but the Gamaliel and Nathanael sort. 


Up the Ephrata Way.—God commend- 
eth his love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us (Rom.

“Do you mean to say you have 
come all the long and weary way from 
Ephrata to plead for the life of your worst 
enemy ?” 

“Even so, General. My religion teaches 
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me to love my enemies. 
them.” 

“All right, Peter, I will give him to you 
and will send you post haste over to West 
Chester where he was to be executed to- 
day.” 

Peter with his pardon arrived at Gallows 
Hill, West Chester, just as they were ad- 
justing the gallows for the hanging. 

It was upon this same gallows a little 
later the outlaw Sandy Flash was hung. 
Every night and morning I sit in the, great 
rocker that Sandy helped make and in 
which he used to sit when in hiding in 
the Jacobs home.

Legally Dead.—But God commendeth 
his love toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us (Rom. 5: 
8). A prisoner, who had been sentenced 
to death for murder, was sitting in his cell 
one day when the doctor passed. The pris- 
oner requested him to secure some paper 
and pen and ink for him, as he had for- 
gotten to make his will, and wished to do 
it before he was executed. “But,” said the 
doctor, “that will be of no use. It is too 
late now for you to make a will. Ever 
since the judge passed sentence of death 
upon you, you have been a dead man in the 
eyes of the law. The fact that the sen- 
tence has not been actually executed makes 
no difference. No court of law in the land 
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can regard as valid any document that 
you may now produce.” The poor fellow 
buried his head in his hands as he realized 
his condition. He was dead, even though 
he lived. Trace this important principle 
through the Bible, and you will discover 
that here are two things which God hath 
joined together, and no one can part them 
asunder: SIN and DEATH.—From Capt.

I heard him say one night before a 
crowded audience, “What the blood of 
my mother could not do, the blood of 
Jesus Christ accomplished,” and that man 
tonight is preaching the Gospel of the Re- 
deemer.—From Herbert Lockyer, in The 
London Christian Herald.

look around aad see the apostle Paul, who 
said that Christ was made sin fer us that 
we might be saved; and when I look into 
the eyes of the Son of man and hear him 
say, ‘I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me’; why, my 
brother, when I stand with the two Johns 
and Peter and Paul and Christ, I do not 
feel lonely, even if I miss you.”—From 
Dr. W. B. Hinson, in Good News.

The Clothing of Atonement.—We also 
joy in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received the atone- 
ment (v. 11).

It was most encouraging to see how the 
people’s faces lighted up as the illustration

Discussion: How a fellow’s belief on any 
subject affects his decisions and his actions 
concerning it. 


Objective: Finding the possible in all 
things through belief (Mark 9g : 23; 11 : 22, 
23). 

AY, fellows, the Jews in Rome could 

never be the same after Paul the mes- 

senger of God had delivered to them his 
inspired message concerning “the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both out of the law of Moses, and out of 
the prophets, from morning till evening. 
And some believed the things which were 
spoken, and some believed not” (Acts 28: 
23, 24). 

No fellow, after he has heard the Truth, 
spoken from the Word of God, can ever 
be the same. From that point he either 
goes upward or downward— upward to 
eternal life, or downward to eternal death, 
—according as he believes or not. It is 
an intensely tragic thing to hear the Truth 
of God. People who hear it are imme- 
diately divided into two distinct classes: 
those who believe, and those who do not 
believe. The Rock becomes a rising step 
for one, while it becomes a stumblingblock 
to the other. 
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I was talking to a high school boy the 
other day, one of the most attractive fel- 
lows I ever saw, and he was so frank and 
honest! He candidly told me he could 
not believe in the deity of Jesus Christ 
because he could not accept the statement 
of the Virgin Birth. He said that his 
biology professor, who was a wonderfully 
smart man, had convinced him by indis- 
putable logic that such a thing could not 
be. Then this conversation followed be- 
tween us: 

“Do you believe in God, the Creator of 
the universe and all things?” 

“Certainly, I do.” 

“Do you believe your biology professor 
could have done that?” 

“No.” 

“Could your biology professor create one 
of the tiniest insects?” 

“TI guess not.” 

“Don’t you know he could not?” 

“Certainly.” 

“If God and your biology professor stood 
side by side and you had to decide which 
of the two were the wiser — wiser in any 
realm of fact or thought— which would 
you say?” 

“Why, God, of course.” 

“You are right. I wonder if you are 
fair-minded enough to look at both sides of 
any question?” 

“Sure, I am!” 

“Well, you have made your decision as 
to the claims of God’s Word concerning 
Jesus Christ. You have based that de- 
cision on what your biology professor has 
told you. Have you ever taken the trou- 
ble to read the statement of God’s side of 
the question —the clear statements in his 
Word?” 

“To be frank, I have not.” 

‘Do you think that is fair-minded?” 

“T acknowledge it is not.” 

“Will you do me this favor — rather, 
will you do yourself the service, in being 
consistent to your claim of fair-mindedness, 
of reading this little Book? The title of 
it is ‘The Gospel According to St. John’; 
it is a part of the Bible—the Word of 
God.” 

“Yes, I will.” 

“When ?” 

“T'll begin tonight and read it through 
as soon as I can.” 

“Fine! Now will you do one other 
thing? Do you believe in prayer? Do 
you believe God would answer a prayer 
to help you understand what he has writ- 
ten?” 

“Ves,” 

“Before you read this booklet, will you 
ask God by the Holy Spirit to help you 
to understand it so that the Truth (and 
the Truth is what you want, because you 
aré honest and fair-minded) will be made 
plain to you? Will you make that prayer 
before you read?” 

“Yes, I promise I will.” 

Now, fellows, that is such a fresh case, 
I cannot tell you the result of it. But I 
am praying (and will you pray) that the 
Holy Spirit will help that splendid, frank, 
young fellow, to know that Jesus is the 
Christ of God; that he is very God, his 
Lord and Saviour. 

God says, “My word... shall not re- 
turn unto me void, but it shall accomplish 
that which I please, and it shall prosper 
in the thing whereto I sent it” (Isa. 55: 
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Lesson for November 22 


11). This statement will be verified in 
the case of my young friend.

Love Slaves Speak 


N EXODUS 21 we read the laws: con- 

cerning the Hebrew servant. If a man 
bought a Hebrew slave he was to serve 
him six years and then to go free the sev- 
enth year. But if the servant said plainly, 
“T love my master, my wife, and my chil- 
dren; I will not go out free,” then the 
master took the willing servant to the 
judges and the slave leaned against the 
door while his ear was pierced through, 
to show that forever he was to be a will- 
ing bondslave who never expected to leave 
his master. 

In the Fortieth Psalm we have a Mes- 
sianic forecast of the Lord Jesus as the 
Bondslave willing to serve the Father for 
our sakes. Verse six says, “Mine ears hast 
thou opened,” or literally, digged or pierced 
open, leaving a scar. We shall see the 
love scars which he bears for us in his 
hands, his feet, his brow, and his side. 
Then no wonder he speaks of his ear as 
marked for a bondslave. The pierced ear 
symbolizes willingness to hear instructions. 
Turn to the Son’s words in John 12: 50: 
“And I know that his commandment is life 
everlasting: whatsoever I speak therefore, 
even as the Father said unto me, so I 
speak.” 

Paul loved to refer to himself as the 
servant of the Lord Jesus Christ. No 
chains or prison walls could stop his de- 
claring the wonders of Christ. 

When we hear the Word of God and 
truly love him, then no chains or prison 
walls can keep us from speaking forth*the 
praise of him who bought us with his own 
blood. Such a price deserves bondslaves. 

Does your house or your school seem 
a prison to you? If you will believe that 
God placed you there, it will become a 
beautiful opportunity to show forth the 
fact that you are the bondslave of the 
Lord Jesus. Do you know the secret of 
being victorious over trying circumstances? 
Remember that if you are an acknowledged 
slave bought by the precious blood of 
Christ, that you are IN CHRIST. That

The God who gave his Son, loves you.

In our very next 
lesson, we hear of a slave who came in 
where Paul was, and Paul preached to 
him, winning him for the Lord. 

Why was Paul so courageous and joy- 
ful? In one of his prison letters, he says, 
“T can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” What could Paul do? 
He was a prisoner, shut up in a house with 
a guard, and couldn’t get out or do a thing.

The Sunday school cannot 
hope that parents will regard it with re- 
spect equal to that for the public school, as 
long as less consideration is given to the 
preparation of its teachers; and without the 
co-operation of the home, regular attend- 
ance 2s well as increased enrollment is 
rendered exceedingly difficult. Moreover, 
the Sunday school will require twice as 
many teachers as are now engaged if any 
considerable number of new scholars are 
to be enrolled. Few Sunday schools are 
supplied with an adequate teaching staff, 
and when special contests are held and 
special inducements are offered for the 
enlargement of the school, it is found al- 
most impessible to retain the numbers that 
are secured through any forward move- 
ment. Young people in large numbers must 
be encouraged to take up- teacher training, 
with the promise of instructing a vast 
multitude of boys and girls who cannot 
be suctéssfully reached and held without 
them.

The Dog That Churned the Butter

ONG, long ago when Stewart was a 

little boy not much bigger than a baby, 
he liked one story better than all others. 
Before bedtime he used to climb into his 
grandmother’s lap and say to her, “Please 
tell me about old dog Cuff.”

Grandma used to sit as still as a mouse 
near the churn and watch old Cuff turn- 
ing the wheel. When the wheel turned, 
the paddles in the cream turned, too, as 
if they were part of the wheel, and Grand- 
ma could hear them saying, paddle-paddle- 
paddle. For half an hour and longer Cuff 
used to walk round and round to tura the 
wheel that turned the paddles. 

Sometimes Grandma ran away for a few 
minutes to talk with some one, or pet the 
kittens, or to see the old mother hens with 
their chickens, but always she ran back 
to the churn, until some one said, “Cuff, 
now you may stop.” 

Then Cuff stood still while his strap 
was untied and his harness taken off. 
After that he always went galloping away. 
Sometimes he went to the windmill for 
a drink of cold water, and sometimes he 
ran away to the fields where the cows 
were eating clover. 

But Stewart’s Grandma stayed right by 
the churn. She used to stand right there 
to see the wheel taken off the top of the 
churn, and the cover, too. Then out came 
the paddles. Next Grandma always stood 
on tiptoe and leaned over to look in and 
see the wonderful thing that had happened 
inside that churn. 

“The cream is all gone!” she used to 
say. “It is gone.” Instead of the cream 
that had been put into the churn, Grandma 
always saw in the buttermilk a big pat 
of butter! 

And that is all, except that to this day 
all the butter we have comes from cream 
that is in the milk that we get from cows. 
Only our churns are different. But in 
all his life Stewart never has seen a dog 
like Cuff. And when he was a baby he 
always said to his grandmother, “Please 
tell it again!”

The captain took the cablegram, and then 
did one of the bravest things of which I 
have ever heard. He took the cable and 
knelt down in one of the cubicles in the 
open rotunda of the building. He was in 
full view of people passing to and fro. He 
told the Lord he would stay on his knees 
until he could praise him for taking his 
daughter Home to be with him in glory. 
Finally he got the victory. He arose and 
tore open the cablegram. It was not from 
his wife at all. It was from the Navy 
a:king if he needed more supplies for his 
ship. His daughter was still alive and 
well when he told me the story many 
years later. But he won the victory, and 
was willing to praise God even in the event 
of the Home-call of his daughter. 

The other story was quite different, but 
it was equally difficult to praise God under 
the circumstances. A number of British 
warships were in the Bay of Biscay and 
a great storm arose. One of the ships 
broke its anchor and was dashed to pieces 
on the rocks. The captain may have had 
something to do with the anchors. At any 
rate, the head of the British Admiralty 
laid some of the blame for the accident on 
the captain. His brother officers were in-

But the captain had a better plan than 
a battle on the human plane.

Then he determined 
to go to London to see the First Lord of 
the British Admiralty. When he arrived 
at the Admiralty office, the secretary of 
the First Lord of the Admiralty saw who 
had come, and went in to tell his chief. 
At length the captain was ushered into 
his private office. The First Lord of the 
Admiralty stood there with a sheaf of let- 
ters in his hand, and ready for a stormy 
battle of words. 

The captain quietly entered the room, 
and, having in mind their previous cor- 
respondence, he simply said, “Thank you, 
Lord F. Thank you.

Quick as a flash the First Lord of the 
Admiralty replied: “Good-by, Jimmie,” 
calling him by his first name.

NGRATITUDE is one of the commonest 
sins. Shakespeare speaks of the ingrati- 
tude of a child as sharper than a ser- 
pent’s tooth. In “Blow, Blow, Thou Win- 
ter Wind” he says: 
Blow, blow, thou winter wind, 
Thou art not so unkind 
As man’s ingratitude... . 

If ingratitude toward men is so worthy 
of condemnation, how much more so is 
ingratitude toward God? Paul tells us in 
Romans 1:21 that ingratitude, together 
with a failure to glorify God, is a char- 
acteristic of unregenerate men, and one 
of the reasons why God has to “give them 
up.” 

v4 

In sharp contrast, thanksgiving, all 
through the Bible, is enjoined upon those 
who: would truly serve and honor God. 
It had a very definite part in the sacri- 
fices ordained through Moses for the Chil- 
dren of Israel, and the New Testament 
urges us to “abound” with thanksgiving 
and to give “thanks always for all things” 
(Col. 2:7; Toph. §220). 

We learn, too, that Heaven itself tings 
with the voices of those about the throne 
who chant, “Blessing, and glory, and wis- 
dom, and thanksgiving, and honour, and 
power, and might, be unto our God for 
ever and ever. Amen” (Rev. 7:12). 

we 

It is not strange, therefore, that the 
songs of David, the man after God’s own 
heart, should be filled with praise and 
thanksgiving. The one from which our 
Scripture lesson for this week is chosen 
gives a number of the many reasons why 
such praise and thanksgiving are due. 

The first mentioned in our Scripture 
portion is the fact that God is “gvod to 
all” (v. 9). While he has special bless- 
ings for those who love him and serve 
him, nevertheless he “sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust” (Matt. 5:45). 
His love and mercy go out to all men. 
He is “not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance” (2 
Pet. 3:9). 

Man’s sin and rebellion bring down 
upon his own head suffering and hardship 
that God never intended that man should 
have to undergo. We forget this some- 
times, when difficulties come, and we blame 
God for them.

Next David speaks of the fact that 
God’s works shall praise him and the 
saints shall bless him. All that God has 
ever created has been good, and, when 
untouched by sin, has redounded to his 
praise. Yet unregenerate, willful man 
withholds his gratitude and praise. 
b) 3 


But thanksgiving cannot be contained 
within one’s self, so David tells us that 
the saints of God shall not only bless him 
but shall speak of his glory, tell of his 
power, and make these things known to 
others (vs. 11-13). How often do we do 
this? Do you tell others of God’s good- 
ness to you? Do you give him the praise 
when a much desired prayer has been an- 
swered? Do you thank him, and _ tell 
others of his deliverances from danger or 
disaster ?

Then David details God’s goodness (vs. 
14-20). He tells us how God has raised 
up the fallen and those that were bowed 
down (v. 14). Each of us, even though 
we may never have fallen into gross sin, 
has fallen into sin’s clutches. 

He tells how God provides food, and satis- 
fies the desires of every living creature (vs. 
15 and 16). We know that God, in his 
love and wisflom sometimes withholds the 
desires of sinful or disobedient men. But 
year after year God satisfies the desires 
of the animals for food and shelter. To 
man, whom he has given strength and in- 
telligence with which to earn a living, God 
promises to give him the desires of his 
heart, if he will only delight himself in the 
Lord (Psa. 37: 4). 


And it is not a distant, cold, impersonal 
God that David is talking about. It is a 
loving Father who is “nigh unto all them 
that call upon him, to all that call upon 
him in truth” (v. 18). He satisfies those 
that trust him (v. 19). He hears their 
cry and delivers them. He offers his pres- 
ervation to them that love him. Truly he 
is worthy of our praise and thanksgiving. 

But it is not enough merely to offer 
our thanksgiving with our lips. Paul re- 
minds us that, in view of all these mercies, 
we owe God the thanksgiving of our lives, 
which we are to present to him as a living 
sacrifice and as a reasonable service (Rom. 
12:1, 2). Have you done this?

Reconciled through Christ. 

PRAYER SvuGGESTIONS: “Reconciled to 
God.” The greater the offense the greater 
the atonement. Offenses against God are 
atoned for only by an offering that glori- 
fies God. God has provided the offering 
through his own incarnation in the only 
begotten Son, whose blood avails for all 
mankind, and therefore for you and me. 
Death-beds have been frequent scenes of 
reconciliations. The cross is the basis of 
our peace with God.

Pray 
for all rescue missions.
